A man is never beaten until he thinl 
himself. It is pretty hard to convince

When he resigned he 
left a department that his old firm has kept 
up on a similar basis ever since—realizing 
that to keep their trade they had to retain 
a man of caliber and experience to run the 
department.

Underwood Automatic Typewriter Operator. 


Tt Automatic Typewriter Operator, 
a machine that will write duplicate 
letters, changing the address and the 
salutation on each, in short, turn out real 
typewritten letters at the rate of from 7,000 
to 10,000 words an hour, is a reality; and 
its name is Underwood. That in itself be- 
ing an assurance that it is and will do just 
what it is represented. 

The use of the form letter in business 
is universal. They have come to be an im- 
portant factor in this day of doing busi- 
ness by mail. So far-reaching have grown 
our interests that the same business story 
is to be told to hundreds, thousands and 
even hundreds of thousands. 

The real typewritten letter is obviously 
the one of the maximum value, but the 
expense of producing it in quantities has 
hitherto been prohibitive. This condition 
has led to the invention of duplicating ma- 
chines of various types, many of them pro- 
ducing work identical in-effect with the 
typewriter, but relying upon the writing ma- 
chine to furnish address and salutation as a 
separate operation. Here is introduced the 
factor of color matching in the ribbons— 
the skilifulness of the operator in gradations 
of the force on the keys to get the proper 
impression, even in perfectly matched rib- 
bons and the carefulness of the operator of 
the duplicating machine regarding the pres- 
sure control. 

In this class of machine are the sten- 
cil, cylinder, and flatbed types, producing 
magnificent examples of work and which 
because of their immense output, cannot 
be dispensed with. 

The Underwood Automatic Operator. 


It is to meet the demand for a wholly 
typewritten letter, the counterpart of one 
done by the most expert typist, that the 
Underwood Typewriter Co. has brought out 
the Underwood Automatic Operator, a mar- 
velous machine which the company has 
spent several years and thousands of dol- 
lars to perfect before announcing it to the 
world. 

The machine practically consists of two 
machines. One called “The Underwood 
Perforator,” designed especially for making 
the “Master Sheet.” A roll of Master Sheet 
paper is placed in the Perforator in the 
rear, and brought forward through the rolls. 
In the front is a regular typewriter key- 
board of the Underwood model. On de- 
pressing a key a punch at the end of the 
lever perforates a minute hole in the Mas- 
ter Sheet. Two Master Sheets are required, 
one for the form letter, and the other for 
the addresses. The operation of the Per- 
forator is identical with that of an ordinary 
typewriter, sc that any typewriter operator 
can make a Master Sheet in the same length 
of time as would be required to perform 
the same operation on an ordinary type- 
writer. The touch of the Perforator is very 
light, and exceedingly rapid and is almost

noiseless in action. The machine itself is 
beautifully gotten up in the usual first class 
Underwood style. 

As soon as the Master Sheet of the form 
letter has been perforated, the two ends 
are joined together, forming an endless 
band. The address to whom the communica- 
tion is to be sent is perforated on another 
Master Sheet. On this sheet is placed the 
salutation of “Dear Sir,” “Gentlemen,” or 
“My Dear Mr. Blank” and any remarks de- 
signed to make the communication abso- 
lutely personal. The salutation, and other 
remarks, as a matter of course, follow im- 
mediately after the address. 

The Master Sheets can be prepared to 
cover a number of names, or a single name, 
the addition of a new name being but the 
work of a few minutes. 


The Master Sheets are then taken to the 
Underwood Automatic Typewriter Opera- 
tor. This machine occupies the same floor 
space as an ordinary eight-drawer type- 
writer cabinet. The rolls or sheets are in- 
serted in the rear, an operation that takes 
less than a minute. Provision is made for 
the address roll, and for the form roll. In 
the front of the machine is an ordinary 
Underwood Typewriter, placed upon a spe- 
cial base. Above the paper table of the 
typewriter is the automatic paper feeding 
device. The sheets of paper to be written 
on are placed perpendicularly on the paper 
feed, which passes them automatically into 
the typewriter, from whence they are auto- 
matically placed upright on a metal shelf. 

The Operation. 

The Automatic Operator is operated by 
electricity and works pneumatically. The 
moving of a small lever starts the rolls, 
and the typewriter begins to write on the 
sheet of paper the name, address and saluta- 
tion. It writes with great rapidity, but 
with a remarkable evenness of touch and 
an absence of jar. It automatically shifts 
from the address roll to the Form Letter 
roll, and as it rushes through the body of 
the letter, the quick rattle of the keys on 
the platen reminds one of Miss Fritz writ- 
ing a speed sentence. Meanwhile, the rub- 
ber fingers have placed another sheet of 
paper in position to enter the platen of the 
typewriter, and as the completed letter is 
finished, it is delivered to the shelf, to be 
removed for examination and _ signature. 
The finished work is nothing more nor 
less than an actual typewritten letter per- 
fectly written on an Underwood machine 
and needs but the signature to complete its 
personal characteristics. 

The address, the date, the salutation, the 
body of the letter is complete, beautifully 
written with an evenness of touch, and a 
degree of regularity, that cannot be ex- 


celled by the most expert human operator. 

Long before one can examine a letter, 
the machine has written another, and placed 
it on the shelf. This one is exactly simi- 
lar to the preceding, except for the ad- 
dress. This, of course, is different. Plac- 
ing the letters on top of each other, it is 
impossible to detect the slightest variation 
in the writing. The machine does perfect 
work in registering the date line, in align- 
ment and in spacing. Hour after hour it 
will write, turning out in the form of per- 
fect correspondence from 7,000 to 10,000 
words per hour! It wants no attention, it 
needs no supervision. All that it requires 
is that it shall be fed with paper. Fill 
the rack with blank sheets and the ma- 
chine will do the rest. If the supply of 
paper runs out, it will stop at once auto 
matically. If the roll of addresses is ex- 
hausted, again it stops. It makes no mis- 
takes and is apparently foolproof! 

By the aid of this machine one or a thou- 
sand form letters can be written. A form 
being once prepared is available at all times. 
One or more addresses can be placed on a 
Master Sheet in a few moments. The plac- 
ing of the two sheets in the machine will 
occupy but a fraction of time, and the re- 
sultant product is the perfection of type- 
writing. 


The machine is the joint invention of 
Mr. L. R. Roberts and Mr. Charles L. 
Davis. Mr. Roberts is well and favorably 


known in the typewriter trade. He has had 
twenty-five years’ experience in the type- 
writer business, both in the mechanical 
and the selling ends. He has to his credit 
a number of inventions in connection with 
typewriters, and for many years held re- 
sponsible positions with the American Writ- 
ing Machine Co. and the Yost Typewriter 
Co. 

Mr. Davis for the last twenty or twenty- 
five years has been connected with the man- 
ufacture of different devices that required 
the use of pneumatics. He was thus par- 
ticularly fitted to furnish the pneumatic part 
of the action of the Automatic Typewriter 
Operator. As a matter of fact, the pneu- 
matic portions of the machine were de- 
signed by Mr. Davis, and the typewriter 
attachments and mechanism for operating 
the typewriter were invented by Mr. Rob- 
erts. The co-operation and work of the 
two men have produced a machine which 
is claimed to be the only actually practi- 
cal mechanical Typewriter Operator that 
has ever been invented, and it is one of 
which they should be naturally proud. 

The machine will be on exhibition at the 
Underwood Typewriter Co.’s booth at the 
New York Business Show, to be held at 
Madison Square Garden, Sept. 25th to Oct. 
2d, and is bound to be one of the most 
attractive features of the exposition. Pic- 
tures of the machine will be shown in the 
October number of this magazine.

‘These small machines you see in the dif- 
ferent cages are the check protectors, When 
we send out drafts the amount over which 
the payor must not pay is printed by thes 
machines on the face of the draft and liter 
lly driven into the paper, so that any era- 


sure or modification is impossible without 
being detected. 

“Over there, you'll notice that paying 
teller using a machine that looks like a 
small adding machine. That is a coin 
changing machine. In moments when he 
is not busy with customers he fills the 
grooves in front of the machine with coins 
corresponding to each groove. When a 
check is presented for, say $155.85, he hands 
the payee a package of bills containing $100, 
another package containing $50, a $5 bill; 
then he depresses the proper keys of the 
coin changing machine with one hand while 
holding the other beneath the funnel shaped 
aperture at the bottom and the 85 cents 
drops into his hand, It takes longer to 
tell it than the operation requires. Two 
or three movements of the hand and a quick 
tap with the fingers completes the entire 
operation. And the machine never makes 
any mistakes. Each paying teller is furn- 
ished with a rack containing receptacles for 
packages of currency. The bills are tied 
up in different amounts, so that in paying 
a check, unless it is for a small sum, he does 
not have to stop and count out the princi- 
pal sum. This convenience, with the coin 
changing machine, makes it easier to handle 
a large volume of business and there is 
less liability of mistakes. The bills are 
counted out in different sums beforehand 
by men who are supremely expert; the 
packages are bound with paper bands, la- 
beled with the sum in each package and 
distributed by the tellers to the respective 
boxes in which they belong. There is no 
laborious counting of money in the cages 
of the paying tellers.” 

Other Time-Saving Devices. 

Then there are the coin racks by the 
score, and gold scales for determining the 
value of the gold coins which are deposited 
or paid in to the bank. It would hardly oc- 
cur to one to look for an electric machine 
for applying the sealing wax to express 
packages, but the First National has one in 
constant use and declares it to be a very 
convenient device. 

Another curious machine is a money 
press—not, be it understood, a press for the 
making of money, but a press for preparing 
packages of paper currency for the Clear- 
ing House. The money is sorted, old and 
worn bills are sent to the Treasury for re- 
demption, and the currency for the Clear- 
ing House is arranged in packages, each 
package containing a certain number of 
bills of the same denomination. On the 
two sides of each package are placed strong 
pieces of press-board the size of the bills; 
the press forces the package into a com- 
pact bundle, ties it with strong cord and 
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delivers it to be sealed with sealing wax 
Each package, after it passes through the 
press, is about as hard to the touch as an 
ordinary brick and weighs probably some 
thing over two pounds. By this means of 
packing the paper currency all possibility of 
a bill slipping out of or being abstracted 
from the package is avoided. Nothing can 
be taken out without destroying the twine 
and the seals.

“There is no man who has property or 
wealth, that did not begin by saving, either 
by himself or by someone from whom he 
inherited it. Saving is the foundation of all 
the vast capital of the nation. Whether you 
are working for yourself or for another, the 
way to accumulate wealth and to get ahead 
is to save some of your income or earnings. 
By this plan it is possible for every man 
now works on a farm to some time 
farm. People who have, and deposit 
their savings in this bank, will find, as many 
others have found, that we are willing, able, 
and glad to help them, in every way to get 
With the friendship of a strong 
bank, such as this one, your chances of 
getting ahead are more than doubled.” 

Consider the bank in a small town or 
city where a great deal of business is neces- 
sarily done with the wholesale and retail 
merchant and small manufacturer. The av- 
erage retailer in a country district is a poor 
business man in everything except sales- 
The banker must keep close to 
him in these strenuous times of competi- 
It is inevitable that we will have par- 
post. It is also possible that we will 
have a postal savings bank. Now these two 
things will greatly affect the ‘methods and 
efficiency of the small merchant. The local 
bank, in order to retain for itself the bene- 
fit of a prosperous local retail business, 
must help his retailers face the result of 
these two changes. There is one mail-order 
house in Chicago doing a business of one 
million dollars a week within the confines 
of the United States. That concern, proba- 
has customers among the people of 
every bank represented in this convention.

Of course, we realize the 
necessity for a certain amount of high color 
in our advertising; as an American people 
we are accustomed to admire the enthus- 
iast; we expect a man, in presenting his 
proposition to us, to make it full and com- 
plete. 

There are many things over which to en- 
thuse. The merchant with his cases bulg- 
ing, his shelves straining and his counters 
groaning should not lack for some subject 
to talk about in his advertising. And when 
we consider the manifold happenings which 
go on in a retail store, the changes which 
take place in the very complexion of things 
continually seen, the march of the seasons 
recorded, as it were, in the very merchan- 
dise which the dealer has in stock, the new 
things which he brings out, the old things 
which he must offer for sale, the bargains 
that he can pick up from season to season 
and turn over to his customers at a profit, 
all of which can be recorded in an adver- 
tisement, presenting an immense mass of 
matter from which to select, one cannot 
see why the dealer is ever at a loss for 
something to put in an advertisement. 


Boil Down to Specials. 


The advertisers seem sometimes to forget 
the value of the meat in the cocoanut in 
trying to look after the appearance of the 
shell. The style of the type in which the 
advertisement is to be set up, the arrange- 
ment of it, the relationship of price figures 
to the descriptions, the use of cuts, are all 
important in their way, but they are posi- 
tively insignificant as compared with the 
actual news which you put into your adver- 
tisement to represent your store, and it is 
the making of this news, or so conducting 
your business that you will have news to 
tell, that is of the utmost importance in 
advertising. How do you go about making 
news? 

As far as it is possible to do it, the mer- 
chant should plan his whole year’s mer- 
chandising and advertising campaign. He 
should plan through the month of January, 
week by week, just the things that he in- 
tends to advertise, the different sales he in- 
tends to put on; the same for February, for 
March, for April and so on, the same for 
each month and each season throughout the 
year; then arrange for, making your pur- 
chases for, time your shipments for the 
coinciding of your merchandise plans with 
your advertising plans. It is a thing I 
have no doubt but few have attempted, but 
it is really simple and when you try it for 
one year, I think you will be committed to 
it as a policy.

This is important, as if the stamp 
is cut off in the wrong place it is useless 
Another modification of the machine is 
an envelope sealer and stamp affixer com 
bined. The two duties are completed by 
one operation and this machine will 
10,000 envelopes and stamp them in a day

TYPEWRITER RIBBON FACTORY IN 


CHICAGO. 
Pro y not many users of typewriter 
bbons know that there is a well equipped 
tory right in the heart of Chicago for th: 
manufacture of these little bands of inked 
oth, but such is the case and the estab 
is within stone’s throw of some 
the largest users of such goods and 
ome ot the principal dealers in Chicago 
We refer to the excellently equipped littl 
factory f M. M. Rothschild, at 96 Fifth 
T 

Mr. Rothschild is a big, jolly, energet 
man, young and full of enthusiasm—and 
progressive ideas he manufacturing part 
the business is located on the second 
floor, where he has six ribbon machines 
(ne of these machines is for inking broad 
ribbons; one for two-color ribbons and th 
emaining four are for inking one-color 
ribbons [The factory also employs one 


three-roller grinder for making the ink 
which goes into the ribbons. This*machin«e 


are so fine they feel like velvet. Makers 


verizes the color particles until they 
of chocolate use the same sort of a ma 
chine for fine grinding 

Another interesting machine is the cloth 
cutter for use in cutting the ribbons off 
the rolls of cloth. Chis, Mr. Rothschild 
said, was invented in his own shop and 


several machines were built before one 


proved just right [The cloth is cut on 
the roll. A circular knife revolving on a 
shaft cuts through the roll which is placed 
upon a shaft revolving in the opposit« 
direction \ny width of ribbon desired may 
be cut from the roll in three or four se 
onds. The ends of the ribbon rolls afte 
being cut are coated with a shellac solution 
to prevent raveling These ribbon rolls, 


after the shellac at the ends dries, are re 
moved to the inking machines and mad 
ready for market. 

The reason why, Mr. Rothschild says, a 
two-color ribbon is more expensive than a 
one-color, is that in making a one-color 
ribbon the excess of ink is pressed out be 
tween rollers and runs back into the tank, 
while with a two-color ribbon it is impossi 
ble to save the excess ink for if pressed out 
the excess colors in returning to the tank 
would mix More ink and a somewhat 
more complicated process is employed in 
making two-color goods, making a corres 
ponding increase in price necessary 

The office and shipping room of th 
Rothschild factory are on the third floo: 
of the building. Business is growing apace 
and next spring the factory will be removed 
to roomier quarters, the exact location not 


yet having been decided upon.
